Burning of the Stato Lunatic Asylum at 

Utica, - 

Utica,N. Y., Tuesday, July 14, 

Tho Siato Lunatic Asylum in this cily Is 
now in flames, and will bo nearly or quilo de- 
stroyed.

SKCO.ND DESPATCH. 

At 8 o'clock this morning, flames wero 
seen bursting from tho cupola of tho New 
York Smlo Lunatic Asylum in this city. 
Soon they ascended In n grand column, and 
then burned downward, spreading toward 
the wings on the west. 

By barricading ihe passages with lumber 
covered with blankets tho fire was checked. 
Tho somo effort was not so successful on tho 
east ; and thai wing wos badly damaged. 

Tho water provided upon tho premises 
was easily turned upon tho fire, but tho fire 
raged with such violence at tho summit of 
tho building that tho water had but littlo ef- 
fect; and the supply was soon exhausted* 

The Firo department woro quickly on tho 
ground, but the lack of Water in iho vicinity 
delayed their elTorts. Lines wero formed to 
the cmai to obtain water, but tho groat dis 
tanco and tho elevation of tho Asylum above 
tbo canal made tho supply insufficient to 
check lha flames. 

Thoy raged for four hours, and complete- 
ly burned out tho main building to tho very 
cellar, damaging much Ihe east wing, and 
somowhnt. injuring tho west wing. The 
rpar wings aro uninjured. Firo companies 
from Koine, New York Mills, Lillle Falls 
and Herkimer, oame and rendered efficient 

aid. , * . .' 

Five hundred patients were In Iho'Assylum 
at tho time* Thoy wore removed lo the 
rear wings, and a considerable 1 number ol 
them wero taken, as Iho lire progressed, in* 
to a grovo in )ho roar of tho buildings.
